•'It's an expensive' one and very difficult 
whefti. there's 19-inches to clear-away since' 
we're not really prepared for that kind of an 
unusually- heavy snowfall," Maplethorpe 
said; J ■ / . ■ j . 

. The] crews were also hampered by the 
vehicles that were stuck haphazardly on An- 
tioch's streets. Maplethorpe estimated that 
his] crews towed 70 to 80 cars that were scat- 
tered over the. village streets. 

Mayor Ray Toft was out helping clear 
parking lots on New Year's Day.' The clean- 
up crews continued to work all night on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday^completing thework - 
on Main and Lake Sts.. - 

The intersections were salted and re-salted 
hoping that rising temperatures might make 
-it effective. ' 

/ "We're prepared with 300 tons of salt this 
year and if the rest of the winter is like this 
/we'll probably need it all," said Maplethor-

Antioch Township Hwy. Commissioner

are clear, had five trucks out salting and san- 
ding four hours before the storm hit. . 

Heath and his men took six ploughs out at 
midnight and they hit every road in the town- 
ship and had 90 percent clear by 4. p.m. and 
all as passible as possible by 8 p.m. New 
Year's Day night! r 

Altogether, the township highway depart- 
ment used 120 man hours to clear- the roads 
by the end of the New Year's holiday . 

\ Heath estimated that approximately w l50 
tons of mixed sand and salt had been' put on 
the roads by then. / 

~ Stalled and parked cars where the high way 
department's biggest problem and the cause 
of the delay in clearing some of the sub- 
division road;;. 

Heath said that the fact that the blacktop 
was warm when the snow hit and slush was 
packed into the pavement and later froze, ac- 
counts for the washboard-like roads until the 
temperature got up past 20 degrees when the 
salt was able to start the melting process.
